WASHINGTON, May 9— (ZP)— 
Wow do the U. S. supreme court’s 
nine justices arrive at their opin­ 
ions? Here's how. 
You’ve sued Sm ith in the lower 
tederal courts and lo st You still 
can appeal to the supreme court, 
the last resort. 
Through your lawyer you file 
a petition there, asking that your 
case be heard. Sm ith’s 
lawyer 
files a petition saying it shouldn't 
be heard. 
Copies of the two petitions go 
to each of the nine justices. They 
read them. 
Every Saturday 
the 
justices 
meet behind thick, closed doors to 
consider a num ber of things. 
One Saturday, having read the 
petitions in your case, they meet 
and decide w hether they'll hear ; 
it. Suppose they decide they will. 
Then your law yer files a brief, 
giving all the argum ents for you. 
and Smith’s lawye friles a brief, 
giving all the argum ents for him. 
On an agreed-upon day the two 
lawyers go into open court and 
argue the case before the justices 
Each lawyer gets one hour 
to 
talk. 
When the justices m eet 
again 
in closed session 
the following 
Saturday, or some other Satur­ 
day, they discuss the arguments 
in your case. 
Then they vote 
for you 
or 
against you. Suppose five, a ma­ 
jority, are for you, and four, a 
minority, against you. 
(Since a surprem e court deci­ 
sion is final, having a majority 
on your side means you won the 
suit although you’ve lost in the 
lower courts.) 
The live on the m ajority side 
will agree to let one of them— 
say Justice 
M urphy—w rite 
the 
majority opinion. 
The four on the m inority side 
will agree to let one of them —say 
Justice Black—w rite the minor­ 
ity opinion. 
Murphy and Black w rite their 
opinions which are distributed to 
all the other justices. 
Some, or a1, of the justices on 
Murphy’s side, although agreeing 
with him, may w ant to say some 
things he didn’t say in his opin­ 
ion. 
Then they will w rite separate, 
concurring opinions. 
Some, or all, of the justices on j 
Black s side. 
although 
agreeing : 
wit hhim generally, may want to 
say somethings he didn t say in 
his opinion. 
They they will w rite separate, 
dissenting opinions. 
When the justices have finish- , 
ed writing, exchanging, 
reading I 
and, finally in conference, 
dis- ! 
cussing these opinions, they are 
printed by a governm ent printer 
in the basement of the 
supreme 
court building. 
Then at noon on a Monday— 
Monday is opinion day—the jus­ 
tices file into 
open court 
and 
read their opinions. 
But when do the justices get 
time—since a num ber of opin­ 
ions are handed 
down on Mon­ 
day—for all the w riting ad look­ 
ing up of law necessary to pro­ 
duce w ell-reasoned opinions?

ments from noon till 4:30 P. M. 
Mondays 
through 
Friday 
two 
weeks in a row. Then 
for two 
weeks they don’t appear in court

There is no way to com­ 
pute the human suffering, broken homes 
and sorrowing lives left in the wake of such 
calamities. 
Safety councils organized on local as well 
as national scales are tangible efforts to 
make people take a little more time to the 
task at hand, develop greater caution.

Trimming Soils 
The theory that excessive business prof­ 
its are the primary reason for high prices 
is a dangerous half-truth. It is true that 
certain types of manufacturing business, 
producing consumer goods, have shown 
large earnings. In certain cases this was 
obviously due in p art to great demand caus­ 
ed by five years of shortages and scarcities. 
At the present time, the volume of sales 
at the retail level is on the decline. 
Profits in certain basic lines— such as 
motors, steel, coal, etc.—have been m o d e r ­ 
ate, despite the high level of demand. Ex­ 
tremely high labor costs, coupled with low 
worker productivity, have prevented any­ 
thing resembling excessive profits in these 
fields. It thus becomes extremely difficult 
to see how substantial price decreases can 
be effected without a sharp rise in work 
done per man hour. To this extent, the in­ 
dustrial worker himself holds the key to 
the price problem. 
The most encouraging sign is that there 
have been few late price increases of mo­ 
ment, and in a number of lines there have 
been small declines. Much of the credit for 
this must be given to retail industry which 
has been figuring an aggressive battle in 
behalf of the consumer. The retailer is 
caught between high wholesale costs on the 
one hand and increasing consumer resis­ 
tance on the other, and he knows 
better 
than anyone else the problems and needs of 
the buying public. He is convinced that 
qualities must be improved, and that every 
possible step be taken to bring prices down. 
He can't control inflation—but he is do- 


The National Guard 
One of George Washington's most fam­ 
ous statements was this: “To be prepared 
for war is one of the most effectual ways 
of preserving peace."

Units of the guard 
were among the first to see action in the 
last conflict, and they fought gallant de­ 
laying actions while we worked against 
time to create a gigantic army. And war 
is not the only emergency which the guard 
is called upon to meet. In every great dis­ 
aster, from the San Francisco fire of 1906 
to the ghastly explosion a t Texas City a 
short time ago, the guard has done a superb 
job as a protector of life and property. 
To young men, the guard organization, 
offers an opportunity to learn new skills, 
to improve old ones, and to acquire experi­ 
ence in organization and leadership. Fach 
member draws a full day’s regular army 
pay for two hours of spare-time training a 
week, and for each 15 days of field train­ 
ing a year. To the community, the guard 
is a proud local asset. It represents public 
service of the highest order.

Although cancer has been studied 
by many scientists for many years 
and is the object of much of today’s 
research, it is still true that the 
only successful way of treating it 
is to remove or destroy the cancer­ 
ous tissue completely. 


In One Place 
The best chance of doing this is 
while the cancer is all in one place, 
before metastasis occurs. We say a 
cancer has metastasized when some 
of the cancer cells have been carried 
by blood or lymph to other parts of 


the tissues underneath. This causes 
a slight depression of the skin. 
Other signs are retraction or pull- 
ing-in of the nipple, bleeding or a 
discolored discharge from the nip­ 
ple, and enlargement of the lymph 
glands in the armpit. 
Because many of these signs may 
indicate some condition other thai. 
cancer, a woman should not be over­ 
come with fear if one of them is 
discovered. In fact, no one should 
fear cancer but rather remember 


the body to set up new cancers in 
these locations. 
This does not usually occur in 
the early stages of the disease and 
that is why we say early cancer is 
curable. 
Take breast cancer for example. 
According to Dr. Eugene P. Pender­ 
grass of Pennsylvania, the patient 
herself is the first line of defense 
against breast cancer. It i* her job 
to watch for those signs of cancer 
which can be seen or felt, such as a 
lump in the breast, and to consult 
a doctor immediately if she notes 
any of them. W hether or not a 
woman has signs or evidence of 


that, if the condition is diagnosed 
early enough, it can be cured. How­ 
ever, lack of fear should not mean 
carelessness or keep patients from 
consulting the doctor at once if 
suspicious signs are present. 
Only the physician can make an 
accurate diagnosis. If the condition 
is not cancerous the patient’s mind 
will be put at rest, lf it is cancer­ 
ous, no time will be lost in securing 
proper treatment. 
Pain, as a rule, is either a symp­ 
tom of late cancer or of some other i 
abnormal condition. If a woman has 
a lump in her breast, she should not j 
wait until pain develops to have an 
examination made. By then it may j 
be too late.

Selfridge, 
'Wisconsin-born 
founder of a London merchandis­ 
ing fortune, died 
today at 
his 
home. He was 83. 
Selfridge 
introduced 
m a n y 
American merchandising methods 
to London. 
He began his career at the age 
of 15 with the firm that was to 
become Marshall Field’s. He ob­ 
tained an interest in the business 
and at 39 had accumulated a for­ 
tune so that he could retire in 
1903 and pursue his hobbies, trav­ 
elling, collecting art objects and 
reading. 
In 1909, however, he establish­ 
ed the first department store in 
Europe - - Selfridge’s on Ox­ 
ford Street, London, and soon be­ 
came known as “The 
Marshall 
Field of England.”
